SECTION 1. Payments made quarterly--acts in conlict repealed. That the 
clerk of the district court, county auditor and county recorder shall pay all 
fees collected by them and belonging to the county, into the county treasury 
quarterly. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with this act are hereby re­
pealed.

CHAPTER 31. 

APPEARANCE OF COUNTY ATTORNEY FOR TOWNSHIP TRUSTEES. 

H. F. 191. 

AS ACT to amend section five hundred sixty-four (564) of the code, and providing 
for the appearance of the county attorney for tOWDshlp trustees. 

Be it Enacted by the General AssembZy of the State of Iowa: 

SECTION 1. Oounty attorney to appear. Section five hundred sixty-four· 
(564) of the Code is amended by adding to said section the following: 

"Provided, however, in counties having a population of less than twenty­
five thousand (25,000) where the trustees are mad~ parties to litigation 
arising by reason of the performance of their duties, as provided in this chap­
ter, the county attorney, as a part of his official duties, shall appear in behalf 
of the township trustees. Provided, however, that if the interests of the 
county and the trustees are adverse, then and in such event, the county 
attorney shall not appear for said trustees but they may employ other counsel 
and pay the expense thereof out of the fund created by this act."
